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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions

II. Claims 42-450, 66-70, drawn to "method of medications to administer to 
patients", classified in class 707, subclass 03. 

III. Claims 51-55, 61-70, 126-128, drawn to "method of using a control 
regimen to control an infusion pump", classified in class 705, subclass 02. 

IV. Claims 56-60, 102-105, drawn to "method of identifying authorized 
physicians for carrying out infusion processes", classified in class 235, 
subclass 382. 

V. Claims 71-76, drawn to "method of controlling an infusion pump by use of 
a sensor", classified in class 604, subclass 67. 

VI. Claims 77-101 , drawn to "method of limiting infusion pump processes to 
specific patients", classified in class 707, subclass 09. 

VII. Claims 106-1 10, 129-138, drawn to "method of scheduling processes to 
be performed by an infusion pump", classified in class 235, subclass 380. 

2. Inventions I, II, III, IV, V, VI and VII are related as subcombinations disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination.
